Governor Hobby voices the 
sentiment of all patriotic farm­ 
ers (and practically all of them 
are patriots) when, in a telegram 
to President Wilson, regarding 
fixing the price on cotton, he 
say s : 
“I have no objection to fixing 
the price of cotton if it is deem­ 
ed necessary as one of the meas­ 
ures toward winning the war. 
The well being and the welfare 
of Texas, however, it vitally in­ 
volved in the fixing of a price 
that will not bring ruin or disas­ 
ter to the business interests of 
this State, whose credits and 
commitments this year are based 
upon a price for cotton that in­ 
cludes cost of production, plus a 
reasonable profit.” 
In view of the unusual cost of 
production and the small yield 
per acre incident to unprecedent­ 
ed dry weather, Governor Hobby 
urges that a price below 35 cents 
a pound would be ruinous. Con­ 
sidering cost of production this 
year, 35 cents a pound for cotton 
is no more reasonable than the 
price fixed on wheat. Undoubt­ 
edly we may trust President Wil­ 
son to be just.
